EDMONTON-With Alberta far¬ 
riers taking every advantage of 
the Indian summer weather of the 
past few weeks, agriculture offi-« 
cinls, feeling the husy farmer 
would have little time for paper 
work, estimated the survey of seed 
and feed grain problems will not. 

■ be known until about the end of 
November. 

While the warm, suny days have 
helped to improve the situation 
immeasurably compared to the 
bleak prospect when the survey 
v as launched early this month, it 
is expected that some areas will 
require help to fulfill next year's 
seed needs. 

Last week’s crop report from 
the provincial department of agri¬ 
culture said the yields looked satis¬ 
factory • in view of the conditions 
of the crop at the time killing 
frosts occurred. In some cases, it 
added, farmers are coming out 
better than they expected when 

■ estimates were made about the 
middle of September. 

Wheat grades in southern Al¬ 
berta art; expected to average No. 

2 and 3 Northern. There is a little 
No. 3 in the Peace River district, 
according to the department, but 
ii< most other areas wheat is ex¬ 
pected to fall into grades five and 
six. In northern parts of the 
Peace River district much oats and 
barley is expected to rate C.W. 
grades and in districts east ot 
litLethbridge it will grade above 
feed. In other areas, the crop re¬ 
port said, oats and barley will be 
classed as one and two with some 
three feed. 

As to liarvesting operations, the 
Peace River and southern districts 
reported better progress than such 
areas at Olds, Stettler, Lacombe, 
P o n o k a, Edmonton, Westlock, 
Smoky Lake and- Bonnyville. Many 
fields of late oats and barley will 
not be threshed this year, the 
agriculture department predicted. 

The survey, being made by 
questionnaires prepared by the 
agriculture department and dis¬ 
tributed by municipal districts and 
district agriculturists, is the re- 
. suit of representations to the gov¬ 
ernment. 

It has been several years since 
assistance of the type probably to 
be given in this case was necessary 
on such a large scale. 

Indications are that the needs 
will be mostly in the area between 
Red Deer and Athabasca and those 
fringe areas of subsistence farm¬ 
ing where resources are more 
* meagre. It is expected that the 
major needs will be lor seed oats.

These petitions have now been 
presented to the Department of 
Agriculture at Edmonton, and in 
a very short time we expect to 
have this a Restricted Area, which 
will require complete vaccination 
of all heifer calves. This will be 
a big undertaking and willTequire 
very close co-operation with every 
one taking part in the work. 

It is not too early to be looking 
to your facilities for the quick 
and easy handling of calves, so 
that the work will proceed with 
dispatch once it -is commenced. If 
you only have one or two calves, 
or half a dozen, having them in a 
stall in the barn is allirght pro¬ 
viding some help is available and 
the pens are strong enough. If 
more calves are Involved there 
should be a chute where several 
can be run in at once. 

All of the Veterinarians who 
will be taking part in this work 
will twice to come considerable 
distances. We wijl do our utmost 
to have you notified in time, of 
the day to expect to the Vet. at 
your farm. Watch for further 
word through this column during 
the next few weeks.

Feeling of the federation was 
that without cash or credit, the 
farmers would be hard put to 
meet living and harvesting costs 
and might turn to selling grain 
which should be kept for seed or 
feed and marketing unfinished 
livestock for little or no profit. 

Premier Manning, when he an¬ 
nounced plans for the survey, sug¬ 
gested that farmers are facing an 
"immediate problem" caused by 
poor weather conditions but at

The c«<st per bottle of blood be¬ 
comes higli when a mobile clinie 
is sent out and set up for less 
than 100 donors. The cost of mile¬ 
age, wear and tear on equipment 
and of paid personnel is the same 
whether the clinic has 50 donors 
or 500. 

At the present time in this pro¬ 
vince no hospital and no person 
in no«'d of bio.id or blood plasma 
lias to worry about that need. 

There a/e no frantic searchers for 
donors and blood types 'while 
precious hours tick away. The Red 
Cross Transfusion Service meets 
the call with speed and, above all. 
wilh scientific certainty as to blood 
type and hygienic cleanliness. 

The effort is worthwhile — nil 
that is needed is a sufficient num¬ 
ber of donors.'Plan now to attend 
the donor clinic in Vulcan on Wed¬

Public Welfare has become 
an important activity at all 
levels of government. In free 
societies such as Alberta thd 
welfare for the unfortunate is 
the concern of every citizen 
and on this account there is 
need or a central organization 
to advise hnd assist all general 
community programs to ease 
the burden of the handicapped. 

This is the reason why wel¬ 
fare as administered by the De¬ 
partment of Public Welfare lias 
always been an integral part of 
the Alberta Goveinment's wel¬ 
fare programme which, with 
the exception of the Blind Per¬ 
sons’ Allowances and -the Old 
Age Assistance, is financed en¬ 
tirely out of Provincial rev¬ 
enues. Ten years ago the total 
expenditures for this purpose 
amounted to $5,216,887., while 
the amount provided for the 
present ^s.-al year has been 
set at $10,902,945. 

The responibili- 
(UV ty for providing 
/ Q( J/ \ assistance in the 

_j form of food, fuel 

J clothing and shel¬ 
ter and, when 
necessary, hospital and medical 
services to indigent .persons 
rests with the municipality in 
which rusidenee has ibeen ac¬ 
quired. The Province provides 
grants to municipalities up to 
sixty percent of the cost of such 
assistance. The cost of provid¬ 
ing the same form of assistance 
'to persons who have no munici¬ 
pal residence is assurhed by the 
Province. 

Single, homeless, unemploy- 
.able men who have not acquir¬ 
ed municipal residence are car¬ 
ed for in the Provincial hostel® 
at Calgary and Edmonton. 
Those who are not in need of 
any special care are transferred 
to the healthy atmosphere at 
the Gunn Welfare Depot. 

T h e training 
and rehabilitation 
of Alberta's Metis 
|population is al- 
so provided by 
’ ^^ the Province. In 

Colonies established in various 
parts of Alberta more than 2000- 
persons of mixed blood, are, liv¬ 
ing a protefcted life which offers 
them a future of independence 
and material success. Agricul¬ 
ture. lumbering and fishing are 
engaged in, providing revenue 
and a sense of self-sufficiency 
to the Colonists. Provision is 
made for the education of chil¬ 
dren and their spiritual welfare 
is provided for by representa¬ 
tives of various religious denom¬ 
inations. General stores operate 
in two of the larger Colonies 
supplying food and clothing at 
reasonable prices. 

To enable- municipalities to 
meet the housing requirements 
of their elderly or infirm citi¬ 
zens the Province has made pro¬ 
vision for the payment of con¬ 
struction grants to any munici¬ 
pality which builds homes for 
its ag-d and infirm. If the muni- 
ci|>a I it y is required 'to pay for 
any of 'h<dr residents who have 
been transferred to larger cen¬ 
ters, which situation seldom 
exists, a grant up to 50% of 
the cost thereof is available 
from the Province.

Calf hood Vaccination Against 
Bang's Disease 

Vaccination to prevent various 
diseases is an accepted practice 
in both human and veterinary 
medicine. With cattle, vaccination 
against blackleg has saved thous¬ 
ands of head. Calthood vaccination 
against Bang’s 'disease has proven 
very effective in Alberta in reduc¬ 
ing losses in infected herds and 
preventing losses in clean herds.
